Mrs. Norris, though under no obliga­ 
tion to do so, has kept her secret as to 
the identity of the veiled murderess, 
who was convicted of the m urder of 
Timothy Lannagan and Katherine La- 
bee, in Troy, N. Y., fifty-three years 
ago.

British Government Anxious to Pre­ 
vent Spread of Hostilities. 
London, May 16.—Foreign Secretary 
Lansdowne has made no further repre­ 
sentation to the French government 
regarding the continued 
stay of the 
Russian Pacific fleet in Cochin China 
waters. 
No alarm Is felt in government cir­ 
cles here that Japan will permit her 
protests to go so far as to produce a 
rupture of peace, but it is fully recog­ 
nized that 
Japan has the power 
to 
bring her ally into conflict by a hostile 
act. 
Therefore 
the British 
govern­ 
ment is using every effort to keep the 
Japanese 
cool and at the same time 
urging upon France the necessity of 
respecting neutrality, in which Great 
Britain agrees in principle wdth Japan.

public.’’

ing for a reason for the state of affairs,

The N orthern Pacific ba irk was cap- 


talized at 823,000 and had a surplus of 
$13,000. 
It had deposits of $105,000, in­ 


cluding bills payable, and its total ha 


bilities are $200,000. 
The superintendent of banks stated 


that there was no other reason for the 


closing of the bank than th at there was 


the absence of cash. 
He and his dep­ 


uties have been in the city for several 


days and they noticed a natural drawing 
out of money, what is termed in banking 
business, a still run on the bank.

Bids were opened last night for the 
removal of the hose house in Southeast 
Brainerd from its present site to the 
new site purchased by the city council, 
lots I, 2 and 3, block 6. 
P. W. Bid well 
had a bid in for 8100 and P. G. Fogel- 
strom had a bid in for the same amount. 


Mr. Bidwell did not say anything about 
a foundation while Mr. Kogelstrom pro­ 
vided for a foundation at the new site 
as good as tho old one.

"Why, do you know that monkey 
steak when properly cooked Is one of 
the most succulent of dishes? 
I have 
tasted it myself while out In the Phil­ 
ippines. And I k now whereof I speak 
when I say it Is not great deprivation 
to have to substitute th a t kind of meat 
for the soldiers* regular menu. 
" H o w does it taste? Well, of course 
it all depends on the size and age of 
the monkey obtained for the repast. 
The age Is most Important. 
Some of 
those I hllipplne apes are reputed to be 
antediluvians, and a piece of broiled 
century old monkey Is, of course, not 
quite as tender as spring lamb, for In­ 
stance. 
"However, I h ave no doubt the chefs 
In those scouting parties of the F o u r ­ 
teenth knew quite well how to select 
their game and never cooked anything 
but the young ones. 
The m e a t of a 
young monkey, I should say, tastes 
very much like th a t of a rabbit. 
"The best steak is taken from tile 
haunches. W hen done to a crisp before 
an open fire with the proper am o u n t of 
salt, it is quite a delicacy. 
"After all, most of the natural p r e ju ­ 
dice which we have against eating 
monkey meat is the fact th at Hie beasts 
look so much like a man.
